It didn't take a party of women long the other night 


to take possession of a disputed building in Vineland,

mmed, Cole Martin, a septuagenarian now in years, 

earded like Neptune, and sauntering through life with 

e world-wise and rare tact that has taught him to 

cow old gracefully, will live in the estimation of the 

d guard of gamesters as a high flyer, a “dead game,”’ 
always ready to stake a broken pal to a stack of 
»lues—an eternal first nighter, a member of the inflam- 
mable assembly of young blades—young alack, in the 
iate fifties—who glued a liquid eye on the tapering un- 
ierpinning of Adah Isaac Menken as Adah scaled the 
tortuous run in ‘“‘Mazeppa.”’ The grass upon the graves 
of Menken and many of the blades of the late fifties 
has long been growing. But Cole Martin lingers, says 
the Washington Post. Lingers,forsooth? Yes, and 
flourishes. Those tapering fingers of Cole’s have built 
-vlonnades of blues, reds and whites. 

Indeed, if the blue, red and white columns built by 
the deft digits of Cole were piled in the sum total of one 
stack they would rear as high as heaven, enroach on 
the Martians, 

Cole was @ partner in the wealthiest houses of chance 
that ever flourished in Washington. The champing of 
bits, the prosperous rustle of silver-tipped harness were 
familiar to the ear of Cole, as his carriage was his own, 
his liveries the talk of Washington, and as he was 
whisked to his carpeted palace of chance those afoot 
suid: “There goes Cole Martin. He elbows Senators, 
millionaires, takes their money and gives it back, but 
generally takes, to Judge by his swell rigs, his graceful, 
bluse abandon as he skins a hundred from a bankroll of 
thousands.”’ 

Cole was a specialist in faro, and there are old sports 
yet alive—Senatorial and Congressional sports, sports 
from Virginia, from Missouri and California—who de- 
clare that Cole Martin was the deftest dealer that ever 
sut behind a box. Cole was the king of the faro dealers. 
Ilis like never was and never will be. That at least will 
he the lament of Cgle’s survivors who played against 
his game when he was in hia efflorescence. Cole’s forty- 
year campaign as an apostle of King Faro entitles him 
tu a position on the Supreme bench when it comes to 
passing Judgment on human nature. 

“IT could Just about tell how much money a man had 
in his pocket and how good or bad he was financially 
by studying his back, and I wouldn’t have to get a 
glimpse of his face,’’ mused Cole as he turned back the 
leaves of his book of life. “You know thata fellow 
cannot always explain his feelings in words. We 
sometimes feel but cannot translate into parte of 
speech, Here, then, is the silent language of the soul, 
which never speaks from the lips. That's the only 
way I can express myself as regards the study of men’s 
backs.

A lot of senseless talk has been 
occasioned by Jeffries’ failure to put up his forfeit 
money. Of course it came from Ruhlin’s manager, who 
perhaps wanted to impress the public with his finan- 
cial im portance and incidentally find somebody else to 
be responsible for the custody of $2,500, which he was 
doubtless afraid might be legally attached if he kept it 
himself, because of his well known reluctance to can- 
cel notes and discharge other financial obligations. 
The effort to make it appear that Jeffries is ‘‘all In,” 80 
to speak, and unable to put up the forfeit, is about as 
senseless a bit of folly as I ever heard of. Jeffries has 
the first dollar he ever made, and the clutch he is able 
to putaround a bankroll is too strenuous to be com- 
pared with anything. The big champion may feela 
nervous reluctance about parting with $2,500, even tem- 
porarily, because of the loss of sleep the separation 
might occasion, but that is all, His ability to put it up 
should never seriously be questioned. 

While Jeffries and Ruhlin were thoughtful enough to 
subscribe to articles of agreement which they thought 
were just about the proper thing, the club people 
thought differently, and proceeded to bore {holes into 
the document until it looked like a Dago laborer’s 
shirt on a Saturday night. The first thing they did 
wus to “cut out” the clause which made it obligatory 
for the club to put up a $25,000 guarantee or forfeit. 

Pooh! Pooh! Nothing doing! 

Then they said “tut-tut’” to the demand for 70 per 
cent, of the gate receipts. As there was only one bid- 
der and nobody else for the fighters to use as a plug, 
they decided to take what they could get, which was 62 
per cent.

It is agreed between the Twentieth Century Athletic 
Club and James J. Jeffries and Gus Ruhlin as follows: 

1. James J. Jeffries and Gus Ruhlin will box 2 
rounds before the said club during the month of No- 
vember, 1901, Jeffries and Rublin to receive 62} per 
cent. of the gross receipts of the contest. The compen- 
sation of the referee who shall be selected shall in no 
case exceed the sum of $500 in full of expenses and ser- 
vices, said sum to be taken from the gross receipts be- 
fore any division is made, 

2. Jeffries and Rublin agree to at all times submit to 
physical examination by a physician representing the 
Twentieth Century Athletic Club. 

3. Jeffries and Ruhblin each to post a forfeit forthwith 
with Harry Corbett to guarantee their appearance in 
the ring on the date set for the contest in proper 
physical condition and in readiness to carry out the 


provisions of this contract and the contract signed by | 


Jeffries and Ruhlin on August 20, 

4. The number of complimentary tickets to be issued 
to be limited to 20. 

5. The Twentieth Century Athletic Club agrees to 
post forthwith $2,500 with Harry Corbett as a forfeit to 
guarantee its good faith in fulfillment of its contract. 

6. Questions in this contract not covered by this con- 
tract shall be decided in accordance with the provisions 
of the contract signed by Ruhlin and Jeffries August 20. 

7. It is understood that the contest shall take place as 
early in the month of November as possible. 

Things are in pretty good shape and we can confi- 
dently look forward to the fight taking place on 
schedule time. They have a way of handling such 
aftairs on the Coast without any of the hitches which 
embarrass pugilistic promoters in the East,

They won’t stand for George Siler to go into 
San Francisco to referee the forthcoming fight between 
Jeffries and Rublin, and I can’t say that I blame them. 
After the years that the experts of the Golden Gate 
metropolis have been looking at the boxing game it is 
to be presumed that there are a few men in that 
vicinity who have acquired the qualifications needed to 
pass upon the merits of a contest. My opinion of the 
people there would fall very much below par if I 
thought otherwise. I am and always have been for 
home talent, and I never could see the necessity for 
importing referees to officiate in places remote from 
their own locality. To bring a man from elsewhere to 
perform the functions of a referee means directly that 


“Oh, I guess we'll 
have an agreement of our own,” and the fighters, be- 


those who are in favor of it doubt the honesty of their | 


own associates or question the intelligence of others 
whose services might be had. The referee of a boxing 
bout is, in my opinion, a very small part of the show, 
anyhow. In most cases his duties are only perfunc- 
tory, and the consequential, self-in:portant air assumed 
by those who deem themselves favored by nature, and 
called by the grace of friendship on the part of club 
managers, is not at all justified by circumstances. An 
assemblage of intelligent spectators can make the best 
of referees look like thirty cents if his judgment con 
flicts with theirs, and I never saw a referee step out of 
a ring amidst applause, after a knockout or a one-sided 
battle, that I haven't wondered what might have hap- 





pened had the result been an even one and he had 
erred in his decision, I have done some refereeing in 
other cities myself, but that was when I knew less than 
I do now, and felt flattered at the preference shown me. 
Anybody who aspires to be a referee has my sympathy. 
As I wrote last week to some people at Shamokin, Pa., 
who inquired my terms to referee a battle now on the 
tapis, “You couldn't hand me the job on a gold plate.” 

I was pleased to see the managers of the Twentieth 
Century Club turn down the proposition made by 
Jeffries and Rubilin to bring Siler to the coast to officiate 
inthe ring. The men who have been officiating in 
that capacity there have given satisfaction, and there

“Long-headed old Jimmy Wakeley, of New York, 
has ascheme for reviving the fight business in the 
Tammany town. The former manager of the cham- 
pion of champions, John L., has a license law scheme 
which he is going to have brought before the State leg- 
islature next session. His plan would make the license 
money State and not municipal funds. This, it is main- 
tained, will have an influence on the up-State repre- 
sentatives, without whose support no license law will 
ever be a go.

Iam glad to see my old friend Wakeley “featured” 
again in the pugilistic world, but he might, at least, 
have had the goodness to credit somebody else with the 
originality of the scheme—mzyself, for instance—who, 
before the New York State legislature of 1900-1901 ad- 
journed, was asked to go before a legislative committee 
and present a plan whereby boxing might be conducted 
in a manner which would ensure a large revenue to 
the State. Unfortunately the time was too short for 
the proper “handling” of the measure and it was de- 
cided to defer action until the next session. Perhaps 
something will be doing then, but I can't figure Wake- 
ley in the picture to any very large extent. 


Apropos of Peter Jackson’s death one of the 
worst experiences he ever encountered happened when 
he fought Jem Smith, the English champion, one of 
the foulest fighters that ever stepped into a ring. 

In the fall of 1889 Jackson went to England, under

fight Jem Smith for a purse of $5,000. The men met at 
the Pelican Club, London, Nov. 11, 1890, and Jackson 
won in short order. 

In the second round, after forcing the fighting and 
knocking Smith all over the ring, Jackson landed a 
tremendous hit directly under the heart. Smith stag- 


gered to the ropes, where he held on with his right | 


hand, leading back and guarding himself with his left, 
In this position Jack- 
son could not reach him. Smith at length relinquished 
the rope, and rushing at Jackson caught him round the 
waist and threw him heavily to the ground. 

Instantly the umpires awarded the fight to Jackson. 
Smith made a show of resuming with bare knucw 
but the police seized him and he was persuaded to 
shake hands with Jackson.

HANDLER OUTCLASSED CORRIGAN. 


Short and decidedly one-sided was the fight which the 
sporting folk of New Britain, Conn., witnessed on Aug.

| Terrific Struggle in Which the Winner 


Distinguished Himself. 


> 


San Francisco can boast of having been the scene of 
many sensational battles in the ring, but it is doubtful 
if there ever was one which in all the details go to make 
& great struggle equaled the one in which “Kid” 
Carter, of Brooklyn, and George Gardiner, of Lowell, 
Mass., engaged on August 30. Gardiner was superior 
to his antagonist and eventually succeeded in knocking 
him out in the eighteenth round. While Gardiner 
earned a clean-cut decision, a great deal of credit is due 
Carter for his magnificent courage and the ferocity 
with which he fought back when ft looked as though 
he had not a chance in a hundred to win. 

Gardiner showed that he is cleverer, a cleaner, harder 
puncher, and by far the better ring general. With his 
right hand practically disabled from the tenth round, 
he stood off the hard rushes of Carter, jabbing him 
away with his left and successfully blocking his vicious 
drives for the body. Then in the seventeenth and 
eighteenth rounds he went at Car- 
ter like a# madman, mixing it up 
with him,a game which is sup- 
posed to be Carter's own, and beat 
him into numbness. 

The crowd expected Carter to 
make Just such a fight after his 
showing with Jack Root, and it 
was not disappointed, Ile was the 
favorite, and even when things 
looked darkest for him he had no 
lack of encouraging applause, al- 
though Gardiner soon fought him- 
self into the esteem of the specta- 
tors, What luck there was in the 
fight was Carter's, During the 
eighteen rounds Gardiner dropped 
his man eight times, and in each 
case, except in the final set-to, it 
was Just before the gong sounded 
fora rest. In the seventeenth the 
bell undoubtedly saved Carter. 
When it clanged he was lying 
prone on his back and his seconds 
had to carry him to his chair, 

Every time, though, he toed the 
scratch not much the worse for the 

beating. Inthe fifteenth and six- 
teenth he bored into Gardiner’s 
wind, landing fairly often and 
occasionally chopping in a nasty 
left to Gardner's Jaw. At this stage 
itlooked as though Gardiner was 
tiring, but, as subsequent events 
proved, the Lowell man: was only 
resting. He had so weakened Car- 
ter that the blows had little force 
and those he did not block did no 
damage. 

There were few empty seats at 
Mechanics’ Pavilion when the con- 
test preliminary to the Gardiner- 
Carter fight began. The gallery 
was packed to the doors and the 
main body of the house was nearly 
filled. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
Gardiner and Carter weighed in at 
Harry Corbett'’s sporting resort, 
and both were under the stipulated 

weight, which was 165 pounds. Before they left their 
training quarters each claimed to have scaled about 161 
pounds. Both men looked to be in perfect condition 
when they stripped to weigh and seemed to be very 
confident of winning. 

Carter's seconds were Gus Ruhilin, “Spider’’ Kelly, 
Bob Dillon, of Brooklyn, and Perry Queenan, of Mil- 


waukee, His timekeeper was Fil Wilson. Gardiner’s 
seconds were Alex Greggains, Martin Murphy, 
Dave Barry and “ Dutch” Thurston, all of San 


Francisco, 

Eddie Greaney was chosen to referee, but declined at 
the last moment on account of having bet on Carter. 
Manager Bangs and Manager Greggains had a second 
meeting and agreed upon Jack Kitchen, a local referee, 
who has had considerable experience in the ring. 
Greggains made an effort to have Phil Wand, who 
refereed the Carter-Koot fight, appointed, but Carter’s 
manager would not accept him. 

“Kid” Williams, of Los Angeles,and Henry Lewis, 
of San Francisco, met in a ten-round bout, and the for- 
mer got the decision. 

The second bout was won by “Kid’’ McFadden, who 
defeated Tom Herrman in eight rounds.
